At  four  A .M.  April  29th,  two  Trailways  buses,  bear¬ 
ing  large  signs  "Washington  to  be  struck  by  Richlands 
Tornadoes,"  left  Richlands  with  fifty -seven  peppy  Sen¬ 
iors  and  three  chaperones,  for  a  tour  of  Washington  and 
Virginia.

over-night  trip  down  the  Potomac,  which  began  as  the 
buses  unloaded  at  the  boat  pier.
